Another vice exceedingly common in. Russia is that of drunkenness. This may 
be traced to various causes ; such as poverty, despair arising from the precarious 
state of things, the want of security for property, the uncert sinty of the future, the 
‘sainte’”’ days, and above all the lack of education. Time 
and a better government may do much to remedy all these evils; the first by en- 
lightening the masses, and the second by opening more honourable sources of revenue 
than the distilleries, of which it retains the monopoly. Idleness is one of the chief 
obstacles to the development of the power of the country, Though idle, the Russian 
is ambitions, there is perhaps no country where there are so many instances of persons 
who have failed in their career. or been disappointed in their ambitious projests. 
The Czar is the centre of all the rays, the focus to which every eye is directed, 
whose nod can make or unmake fortunes, He is, in his estimation. the repre- 
sentative and the elect of God, as he is the head of the church. the source of all the 
beatitudes, and the first of all fear, His hand distributes as bounteously as his arm 
strikes heavily. The Czar is the father of the whole nation, and when his interest 
speaks, every other voice is hushed. | 

There is abundance of liberalism with closed doors; but stones are thrown at 
him who revolts, anda liberal who is compromised isshunned like aleper. Those 
men who at different times have sacrificed themselves for the public good, have 
reaped more indifference and hatred than sympathy. Again, nobody in Russia dares 
to express a difference of opinion from the Emperor, even on the most trifling sub- 
ject, such as a question of art or literature. Where he has given his opinion, nothing 
remains but to accede to it, or to remain silent. 

This isa gloomy and distressing picture, streaked, however, with the hope that 
matters will some day or other be righted, though that day in Russia seems yet far 
distant. The Russians will not understand thatit is the sacred duty of an honest 
man to contribute to the utmost’ of his power to the spread of civilisation, and to 
hasten the order of things from which it necessarily flows; for if a free government 
be an effect of civilisation, it is likewise a cause of it, and we believe they might as 
well begin with the one as with the other. But unfortunately the great majority of 
Russian liberals are merely malcontents. Russia is a land of serfa and men in office; 
the virtues which accompany or flow from liberty are unknown there, It is the gov- 
ernment which makes the Russian what he is, and which also has to bear the res- 
ponsibility of his defects. The suffericg of the Jews there is due to the government 
much more than it is tothe character of the Russians. 

To turn to domestic comforts ; in this respect the Russians are rather deficien t. 
Cleanliness is not one of their special virtues; carpets and chimneys are luxuries 
not yet general ; and the overwhelming number of ill-fed, ill-clad domestics contri- 
butes to the filth and confusién, rather than to the good order, of an establishment. 
Though vapour-baths are almost universal, the use of linen is not so general as 
could be desired, and even wh°n used, it is for the most part changed as a heb lom- 
adal luxury. ae 

Poor and uncivilised as we are apt te regard Russia, the people are most extrava.- 
gant -and reckless in their habits—literally letting the morrow care for itself. 
Economy is a thing unknown among the higher classes ; it is even considered fashion- 
able, and a mark of good breeding, to get into debt, and to send the creditors about 
their business if they venture to apply for their due, 

Such is a brief outline of the Russian character, the portrait of the Government 
and the public constitution, and I hope that your Gentile reader will find not only 
his questions satisfactorily answered, but also it will be of great use when he ob. 
serves & certain failing among some of the Russian Jews, he will hot proered to 
characterise it as a “ Jewish trait,” but let him lirst of all consider their poverty and 
their miserable life, and next look on this picture of the country from whence they 
come ; and at the same time not lose sight of the kind and generous appeal which 
Moses made before the Lord when he besoucht pardon for his unfortunate brethren 
after being told of their crime in making a golden calf. “ Look, O Lord, coasid-r 
their position, that only a few months since they left their native land, and are still, 
influenced by the bad examples of idolatry and superstition, which for centuries 
they had had before their eyes, while in Egypt.” But time will improve them. And to 
you, my countrymen, fugitives from barbarism, exilea from oppression, | would 
earnestly appeal to youtogive up all the bad examples which you witnessed in your 
native land. You must be trained first of all tophysical cleanliness, and next. you must 
be developed to social culture, and must be reared to intellectual activity in ths dirce 
tion of modern ideas, as you are offered here by your English brethren, And your 
young ones must acquire new ideals of a higher nobler model, Besides being + killed 
in their several vocations and adepts in the ways of society, they must cultivate those 
intellectual faculties with which they are endowed ; they must refine their manners 
so as to fit them for association with people ef culture ; and they must nurture their 
moral natures in order that they may be placed high above aii men and criminal 
temptations, and, finally, they must participate in that Jewish life of religion to 
know their dignity as of the chosen people of Gol. And it must be done so that 
the world can see that they can be civilised without being recreant to the historic 
truth of Judaism. 

I cannot close, however, without expressing a few words to the public. If I 
have spoken ill of Rursia, of my own native country, which I! love, it isthe first. step 
to remely abuses. Men are much more easily corrected of their faulta whea they 
have had to blush fur them, than when they have only had to suffer for them 
Public ty is the salvation of the world, and would bo that of Russia, if it were 
suffered to penetrate there,

THE DISTRESS AT CROTTINGEN, 
To THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—May I ask you kindly to allow me to draw attention to the appeal which 
has been made in your advertisement columns , in the hope that what I am able to 
say about the extent of the trouble and the intention of the relief fund, may help & 
cause, the merits of which haye been brought recently under my immediate notice 
The natives of Crottingen, who are if England, are mot vi ry many and they ure 
nearly all resident in Sunderland, When intelligence was reeeived that their native 
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town had been completely destroyed by fire and that nearly 2,000 people were home . 
less, they inaugurated a relief fund, in furtherance of which they asked my assistance. 
This I was enabled to give without any hesitation, because their own respectability 
was aguarantee for the truth of the statements which had reached them from their 
relatives, and because I am in a position to know that, before appealing elsewhere 
they, themselves, had subscribed to the extent of their ability. From the first, due 
recognition was given to all the difficulties attending the transmission of money to 
Russia, and its proper application, In view of this I went to Russia the week before 
last, charged with the duty of enquiring fully into what had happened and for 
the purpose of estimating the assistance required and arranging for its pro- 
per application. I found that the distress and destitution had been in no way 
exaggerated. Crotiingen lies in a valley off the main road near the Russian frontier, 
about ten English miles from Memel. The pretty picture made by its white walls, 
when seen in the distance, was rudely broken by the discovery that they were walls 
alone, the desolate wrecks of former habitations. The ruin is complete. It was 
impossible for me to distinguish where the streets had once been. Charred timbers 
and a few walls here and there, alone marked where once had been the homes and 
marta of the people. Numbers were quite homeless, content to sleepin the open air 
if they could but procure temporary shelter for their wives and children, for their 
aged and sick. To accommodate these latter sheds had been hastily made. I ques- 
tion whether some of the. boxes where three families are lodging ought to be con- 
sidered fit for habitation for three horses. The few houses which are left are more 
than overcrowded and my own sensation on breathing the atmosphere inside them 
prepar d me for the feara expre acd by the doctor of the town that, to tho existing 
evils, the addition of pestilence might be expocted. I was eareful to make inde- 
ponent enquiries as tothe extent of local assistarice. “In Memel, the nearest town, 


an tunsectarian relief committee has collected 4,000 marks. Of this suma great part 
has been expended in forwarding food and clothing for the relief of present. neces- 
sities. The chances of adequate assistance in Russia are minimised by the rival 
claims of no less than nine other towns farther in the interior, where fires have 
recently taken pla Assistance, to be of any value, must reach the people while 
wood is choap, and while the summer weather perthits the work of reconstruction. 
[f help is delayed until the rainy season sets in there is little hope that the people 
will be able to remain where they are and they may be driven by absolute necessity 
to add, by their presence, to the existing burdens of their brethren elsewhere. |The 
rebuilding of the synagezue—or, at least, the Beth Hamedrash—before the advent 
of the Now Year seems to be indispensable to the possibility of keeping the com- 
nunity together. In these circumstances their friends here feel reluctantly com- 


polled tomake the present appeal. In endorsing it, I venture to hope that. what I 
have myself seen and the undertaking lam able to give as to the administration of 
the fund in the interes's of donors and recipients by the Memel Committee . will 
recommend the case alike to foreign Jews In England, who can form an adequate 
lilea of th isting distress, and to others who, without their experience, can 
sym path e with th ufferers and share the. eoncern of th: ir. friends living in our 
mid!

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money-lenders of the world, and are approached, as a maiter of course, by 
those inwant of money. Jews engaged in businesses quite unconnected 
with the traffic in loans are frequently requested to lend money on usurious 
terms, as if the fact of being an Israelite made one naturally a member of 
the money-lending trade. The business of supplying capital to those who 
wish to turn it to productive uses is a worthy and important one. Bankers, 
the great financial houses, the Stock Exchanges, and the discounters of 
commercial bills practise it on the largest scale and with the highest 
reputation, The insurance officss, the piwnbrokers, and some keepers of 
loan offices perform the same respectable functions where smaller amounts are 
required, The legitimate trate in money differs ia principle from the ille- 
gitimate, although one p*rson may occasionally combine the two callings. 

When money is lent openly and fairly for interest at commercial rates, 
or rates fixed by the law, the dea'ers who find the cash occupy, as 
high a position in the world of morality and business as the merchants of 
any other commodity. But money is sometimes lent by ruse and experienced 
hands to obviously anbusiness-like and helpless beings, gamblers rushing 
through a fortune to irretrievable ruin, clergymen who will submit to any 
robbery in order to avoid exposing the fact that they have run into debt, traders 
on the verge of bankruptcy baying a hopeless chance to which they have no 
right by depositing goods which are really the property of their creditors. In 
the latter case, and often indeed in the business of usury, the lender and the 
borrower are equally roguish, and the struggle is between the wits of two dis- 
honest parties. It may be a lawful, but it is not in any sense a reputable, 
trade to make a gain out of circumstances like these. The case becomes 
worse when the money-lender is leagued with the other plunderers of the 
spendthrift, or when documents are put forward to be signed with the assur- 
ance that they are the most ordinary things in the world, but really containing 
covenants or mis-statements which place the signer at the mercy of the party 
with whom he is dealing. The disreputable portion of the traffic 
in money is not seldom helped by expedients of this kind; 
and when the time comes for execution to be levied the business 
is still more cruel and disgusting. .Everybody knows that though 
“going to the Jews” has retained a slang meaning from bygone 
times, the calling is extensively pursued by Ralph Nicklebys who 
have no Hebrew blood in their veins, But the reproach remains. We inherit 
apt'tudes for accumulating money and the habit of regarding it as an instru- 
ment to be used, not as a product to be consumed. Those are valuable qualities, 
but we must be on our guard against employing them in an illicit way. Wealth 
is very honourable when gained as the result of a man’s foresight and hard 
work ina legitimate calling. It brands the forehead and deforms the be 
jewelled frame when it is the result of rapine and swindling, The best of our 
race have learnt to be specially on their guard against being tempted by the 
prospect of high profits into the path which is strewn from of old with tho 
wreck of Jewish reputation. 

For it happens that, among the ignorant, Jews are still lumped together 
with money-lenders, as if every Jew must be a usurerand every usurera 
Jew. The mercantile and the professional classes know better, Neverthe- 
less if the ‘world at large saw notorious money-lenders sitting in high 
places in our synagogues, we should find it yet hard to escape from the 
unenviable reproach of lending money at usurious rates to necessitous wretches 
and wringing excessive gains from the fears and misery of the victims. This 
is what we have to provide against. with particular care ; that we give no 
colour or excuse to the common libel upon Jews by treating with honour any 
Jew among us whose riches spring from the detestable calling of money-lending 
in its bad sense. Some years ago a series of papers inthe World, for which two 
Israelites, an eminent solicitor and a member of the Board of Guardians, 
were generally said to be. in a large part responsible, very causticly and 
meritoriously exposed a portion of the usurers’ fraternity. One result of this 
plain-speaking was the resignation of a seat at the Council of the United 
Synagogue. More recently a Jew who had been proposed for a synagogue 
office was passed over because it became known that he had been engaged in 
bill transactions of at least a doubtful character. Weare told now that one 
of the most notorious lenders of money upon bills of sale has been returned as 
a member of the Board of Deputies. Whether this gentleman be a zealous 
observer of the ceremonial portions of the Jewish law is beside the question 
of his fitness to rank asa representative Jew. The Loxn said by his prophet 
ISAIAH : 

when ye epecad forth your hands T will hide mine ejes from you : yeu 
You clean ; put away the vil of your doingw from before my 
judgment, bring the oppressor to the right path, judge 
the fatherless, plead for the widow. 

Even uninspired codes of ancient law, in spite of the weight attached to 
ceremonial by such systems, perceived the same comparative worthlessness of 
merely ritual observances compared with the fulfilment of moral obligations. 
The institutes of Manu lay down that a wise man should constantly discharge 


all the moral duties, though he perform not constantly the ceremonies of 
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religion ; “ since he falls low if, while he performs ceremonial acts only, he 
discharges not his moral duties.” 

We by no means charge the member of the Board of Deputies to whom 
we refer with all the offences which are imputable to some money-lenders ; but 
we do believe that he lately was in the habit of advancing money upon 
bills of sale at outrageous rates of interest. It becomes a grave question 
whether some meaus should not be found for ridding the Board of a member 
whose presence adds neither to its own reputation nor to that of the Jews at 
large. The officers of the Board have, we considered 
whether there is any power of exclusion, and have decided that the con- 
stituencies alone have power in the matter. It is the constituencies who 
must in future refuse to elect ; and it is to the constituencies that we appeal,

THE IMMIGRATION COMMITTEE. 
- 


At a meeting of the Immiyration Committee held on Monday last, Sir Wa. 
Martiott, M.P., in the chair, Mr. Abraham Levy, Head-master of the Old Castle 
Street Board School, gave evidence. | 

Mr. Luvy said that about 35,000 Jewa were resident in the parish of Whitechapel 
of whom the majority were foreigners. Ii was true that the foreigners brought 
with them a continental disregard for cleanliness, but their failings in that respect 
were compensated by their proverbial industry, morality, and sobriety. He found that 
after afew years residence the foreigners became acclimatised and much more atteutive 
to the general laws and sanitation. Their children were bright aud intelligent, and 
he had found that the parents regularly paid the school fees. It was true that the 
Jewish emigran's had displaced several streets-full of Englishmen, but he unhesita- 
tingly declared that its wasa blessing to the neighbourhood, fur the immigrants had 
displayed a good proportion of the criminal and loafing class, who were formerly 
located in the district. 

Mr, Joseru E. BLANK, the Secretary of the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter, 
who was for the third time called as a witness, banded in a written statement, giv- 
ing particulars of those who parsed through the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter 
between July Ist, 1858, and June 30th, 1880. The statement showed that 820 inmates 
had been received as against 1,568 during the previous twelve months, a reduction of 
40 per cent. The register of the Shelter showed that of the 820 admitted, 471 were 
married and 351 single; and that 510 had aknowledge of a calling whilst. 319 kaew 
no trade. The particulars taken on the arrival of the inmates showed that of the 
420, 505 arrived from the port of Hamburg, 237 from the United States, and 87 from 
other places. 'On leaving “7 went to the United States, S28:returncd to their native 
places,218 remainedin the weatto various countries outside of Eng- 
land, and 152 did not specify where they intended to go. Replying to Sir Johr 
Colomb as to why the number coming back fiom the United States was greater 
than that of those emigrating thither, Mr. Blank explained -that the 237 from the 
United States was made up for the most part of fa‘iures as emigrants. A number 
of young men left Russia and Poland fuil of confidence and hope, believing. that it 
was but necessary to emigrate t» America torarh a livirg comfortably. From a 
variety of causes, amongst which were a want of knowledge of a handicraft, want 
of friends or means, failure of health, or want of knowledge of the Kuglish 
language, and similar causes, they did not prosper and determined to turn their taces

PROPOSED HAMMERSMITIL SYNAGOGUE, 

A general meeting of the members of the United Synagogue was held on Mon- 
day at the Central Synagogue Chambers, to consider the question of the erection and 
foundation of a synagogue at Hammersmith as a Consti'uent of the United Syna- 
gogue, to be designated the Hammersmith Synagogue.’ Thére were present :.Me, 
Ifm:xry Locas, one of the Vice-Presidents of the United Synagogue, in the Chair ; 
Messrs. B. L, Uohen, D. Davis, N. Davis, M. Dupare, M. Hart, J. M. Levy, M. Mon. 
tague, I, Morris, I. Sandheim, |. Wharman. 

The CHAIRMAN preposed the following motion: “ This being a meeting of the 
members of the U nited Synagor tie duly couvened and Seld pursuant to Clanse it of 
the Scheme of the Schedule to the Act, 35 and St Vict., Cap, 116 (as modified in the 
manner provided by Clause 67 of the said Schedule on May 24, 1880), at which the 
qurstion has been rubmitted whether the United Synagogue should assist in erecting 
and founding the Hammersmith Synagogue at Brook Green, Hammersmith, it ts 
reaolved that this meeting do approve of the United Synagogue assisting in erecting 
the Hammersmith Synagogue for persons of the Jewish religion who use the Polish 
or German Ritaal ; and the said Hammersmith Synagogue shall on its consecration 
by or with the sanction of the Chief Rabbi be admitted a Constituent Synagogue of 
th» United Synagogue.” In support of the motion, txe Chairman said that the site 
of the proposed synagogue was two and a quarter miles from the nearest synagogue, 
that in St. Petersburgh Place. Plans were being prepared for a building which 
would accommodate 125 seats on the ground floor, and 50 seats in the ladies’ gallery, 
The local Committee furnishcd the Executive Committee of the Unite] Synagogue 
with an estimate of income and expenditure showing that they would be able to 
meet t he ir expenditure, and in widition to make ik pay-nent towards the wener il 
expenses of the United Synagogue. The Exeoutive Committdée considered the atate- 
ments of the local Committite, and they reported to the Council that having regard 
to the Jewish population in the district to be served, and the absence of any syna- 
gogue, it was the duty of the United Synagogue to assist in founding and erecting a 
synagogue. Having read the resolutions which the Council on the recommendation 
of the Executive Committees adopted at their last meeting, the Chairman said he had 
the pleasure of announcing that, with the exception of about £100, the entire 
amount of £1,600 which the Council required should be collected by the local Com- 
mittee, hal been obtained. Ile hoped the meeting would come to an unanimous 
decision and thus give their coreligionists in the Hammersmith district the 
same advantage as was enjoyed by themselves. 

Mr. BexJaAMin L, Couen, in seconding the motion, eaid that the emal! attend. 
ance of members of the United Synagogue might be takea as showing approval of 
the action of the Council, who desired to the utmost extent in their power to come 


.to the assistance of Jews residing in districte poorly provide! or unprovided with 


synagogue accommodation. In their action in this respect the Council were not 
bound or-influenced by considerations, whether a new synagogue was or was notable 
to bring any pecuniary support to the entire body. 

The motion was then unanimously adopted, and the meeting terminated with a 
vote of thanks to the Chair. | |

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A meeting of the Board for the affairs of Shechita was heli on Thursday, the 
18th inet. at the Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis 
Marks. There were present, Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., in the chair; Messrs. A. 
Arnholz, D. Benjamin, E. Berg, M. Castello, B. L, Cohen, D. Davis, N. Davis, A. 
Franklin, M. Hart, H. Hymans, J. Levy, A. Lindo, H. Lucas, A. Mocatta, H, Pinto, 
S Simons. The Revs. Dr. H. Adler and Dr. M. Gaster werein attendance as Ecc'e- 
siastical Assessors. 

A report of the Execative Committee relating to repairs to certain premizes 
belonging to the Board, and to the killing of poultry at the West-en1 was brought 
up and agreed to. 

The CHAIRMAN having moved the adoption of the acc,unts for the past half- 
year (of which we have alrealy given an abstract), 

Mr. M. Van THAL, the Investigating Officer, explained the causes for the 
falling off in the number of animals killed. The large decrease in sheep was due 
to the stoppage of the importation from Ge-many, but although there hai been a 
loss in numbers there had practically been no falling off in weight, as the English 
sheep were heavier than the German, The same thing applied to oxen. The American 
beasts which had been killed during the past five or six months were of an enormous 
weight, being some thirty stone heavier than the English oxen. Where formerly 
four beasts were required, only three wire at present need d to produce the same 
quantity of meat. 

On the suggestion of Mr. B. L. Cohen, the Investigating Officer was instructed 
to submit to the Board statistics of the weight of animals, 

Mr. Maurice Hart called attention to the charges made on the butchers for 
Shomerim. He was convinced that the charge was a grievous one, and in the cases 
of the poorer batchers swept away a living. He pointed out that the espionage 
of a Shomer was to a large extent valueless, and urged that butchers should be 
treated as responsible and trastworthy men until they were proved to be the con- 
trary. He was aware that the question was a religious one and could therefore not 
be dealt with by the Board. But he hoped that the Ecclesiastical Authorities would 
find a satisfactory solution. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Board would not be justified in placing confidence 
in butchers, seeing that in many instances the limited confidence reposed in them 
had been betrayed.. The matter could be settled if West-end butchere would be 
entisfied with the same arrangements as were in existence in the East-end, viz., by 
the provision of premises for the porging of meat, and would agree not to have un- 
porged jointsin the shop. 

The Rev. Dr. H. ApLeR defended Shomerim from the charge of acting as spies, 
aod claimed that they had to perform important and difficult duties. While agreeing 
that the present system, of which Mr. Maurice Hart complained, was not altogether 
entisfactory, no other plan had as yet been diecovered which might be regarded as an 
effective substitute. 

The Rev. Dr. Gastex said that the present arrangements were a safeguard for 
the public. 

The accounts, as wellas the estimates for the current half year, were then 
agreed to. 

The Chairman brought up for confirmation or rescission the following resolu- 
tions which were passed on the 1ith November, 1888, subject to confirmation at a 
subsequent meeting 

1, That the number of Representatives from the Federation of Minor Synagogues 
be three, 

2, That the Federation be allowed one-fifth thare of the surplus balance which 
the Board may determine to distribute for the year 1589, upon the Committee 
of the Federation undertaking to apply the same towards the sapport of 
communal burdens. 

%. That Law 2 be altered as follows : “ The Board shall consist of twenty-three 
mem bers, to be elected in manner following :—Five members to be elected 
by the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, fifteen members to be elected by 
the Council of the United Synagogue, aud three members to be elected by 
the Federation of Minor Synagogues.” 

4, That no pereon who has been dismissed from the service of the Board, and no 
paid officer of the Board during the tenure of his office, shall be eligible for 
election as a Representative to the Board, 

The Secnetary (Rev. 1. Coben) read the correspondence which had passed 

between the Board and the United Synagogue with reference to this subject, 

The CHAIRMAN, having briefly sketched the events which had given ri eto the 
foregoing resolutions, reminded the meeting that in June of last year a compromise 
was arrived at, whereby it was agreed that no alteration should be made in the Con- 
stitution without an opportunity being given to members to consult the parent 
bodies. This was a proper course to pursue, although the Board of Guardians had not 
deemed it necessary to apply to the United Synagogue when altering its Constitu- 
tion to admit a representative of the Federation. Thesole duty of the Board wasto 
conform loyally to its previous resolution. He moved that resolution No, 1 be 
confirmed, 

Mr. Maurice Hakr had a notice on the paper to rescind the resolutions passed 
by the Board on 12th July, 1588, and 14th November, 1888, and in moving its adop- 
tion he pointed out that it went farther than the motion of the Chairman. The 
non-confirmation of the series of resolutions was a negative act, which would leave 
them still on the records. lis desire was that they should be formally rescinded. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that Mr. Hart's motion was unnecessary as thedirect 
negative to a motion for confirmation would have the effect of rescinding the 
resolutions. 

Mr. M. CasteL.o said that he had all along supported the Chairman, and he 
himself had been supported by his own congregation, All that he was anxious for 
was that the Board should preserve and assert its independence. If any of the 
representatives were desired by their constituents to vote a particular way well and 
good, but he objected to the Board as a whole being coerced by an outside body. 

Resolution | was then put to the vote for confirmation and lost, three of the 
representatives of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue only voting in its favour. 

The confirmation of Resolutions 2 and 3 was’ also negatived. but Resolution 4 
wae agreed to.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


HOLLAND. 


_ The Jewish congregation at Utrecht has been celebrating the contenary of its 
existence. It will surprise those who believed that everywhere in [olland tolera- 
tion had for centuries been an article of faith, that little more than one hundred 
years ago no Jew was allowed to stay overnight in Utrecht, The first regular place 
of worship that Jews had in that city was a Baptist Chapel which, in 1792, they 
converted into a synagogue, 

On the 24th inst. sixty years expired since the Rev. D. L. Cardozo, Rabbinical 
Assessor and Head of the Beth Din of the Portuguese congregation in Amsterdam, 
was sdmitted as a Mohel. The venerable Dayan still occasionally practises. 

The death at the Hague is reported of Mr. A. William Jacobson, Advooate- 
procureur at the High Court. He was President of the Central Committee of the 
Association for Promoting Useful Works among the Jewa in Holland, and member 
of the Central Committee in that country of the Alliance Israélite Universolle. 

On the 1lith inst., there died in Amsterdam Herr A. Wertheim, one of the 
founders of the well-known banking firm of Wertheim and Gompertz, in that city. 
He was also a founder of several usefal public undertakings, and was atthe head of 
a number of benevolent institutions, general as well as Jewish. Herr Wertheim 
was entitled to wear the Metal Cross as one of the voluuteers who responded to the 
call of William L., nearly sixty years ago, and was.officer of the Order of thie Oaken 


Crown. 
INDIA, 


A correspondent writes to us from Bombay : At the third annual gathering on 
Monday, the 10th of June,of the Sabodha Prakashak Samaj (a Beni-Israel Society for 
promoting moral instraction), a large number of gentlemen, Jews and others, assem- 
bled in the Anglo-Jewish Association School Rooms, Bombay, to hear a leotare by 
Mr, Joseph Ezekicl, Head Master David Sassoon's Benevolent Institution, on “ Israel 
as chosen people of God,"" Mr. Elijah Shaloam, Head-master E, D. Sassoon's Bene- 
volent Institution, was voted to the chair. The lecturer treated his subject in such a 
manner as to make it interesting and clear to his audience. With some picturesque 
illustrations from the Talmad and the Midrash, Mr. Joseph Ezekiel spoke in eulo- 
gistic terms of the European Jews who held up the torch of knowledge in the Dark 
Ages. Aftera few remarks by the Chairman, the usual votes of thanks being pro- 
p sed, seconded and acknowledged, the proceedings terminated, 

In a later letter the same correspondent writes: I regret to announce the 
sudden and premature death of Mr, M. A. Avaskar, who a year or twoago graduated 
in the Oxford University, and took the degrees of B.A. and B.O.L. While he was 
going to Baroda to take up some high appointment there, be heard that a friend 
had gone to Surat, He broke his journey at Surat, and put up at the Traveller's 
Bungalow. Whilst resting in an easy chair he breathed his last on Wednesday, 
the 19th June, without any apparent sickness. He was an undoabted ornament to 
the entire Beni-Israel commanity in India. He was the first member of that com- 
munity who proceeded to Eagland for the purpose of receiving a liberal education, 
His lamentable death has been a great loss especially to our people in the whole of 
India, and has been regretted by each and every person who knew him, 


PALESTINE. 


Mr. H. Gucdalla has received the following communication from Jerusalem, 
datei July 10th : Mr. Scheid, of Paris, the chief superintendent of the Jewish colo- 
nies under the patronage of the benevolent Baron Edmond de Rothschild, arrives 
a few weeks ago at Jerusalem, visited the colonies, went to Galilee and either had 
returned already or will retarn in a few days. Daring his stay at Jaffa he petitioned 
the Government to induce the Jewish colonists of Ekron either to reimburse the 
Baron all his outlays upon that Colony or to leave the land. The reason for his dis- 
satisfaction is that these coloniats have obeyed the decision of the Kabbis at Jera.- 
salem in regard to field labour in the preseat year of Shemitah. These colonists of 
Ekron were originally agriculturists in Russia, their native country. When the 
movement for the colonization of Palestine began and the Baron wanted to ascertain 
whether Jews were able to follow agricultural pursuits in Palestine, he sent a spe- 
cial messenger to these people, and under most favourable terms for them persuaded 
them to leave their farms and emigrate to Palestine, where land, houses, cattle and 
everything necessary to make a comfortable farmer was to be given them. They 
came over to Palestine and found their expectations not realized ; however, they 
surmounted all difficulties and proceeded to their work very diligently and were a> 
successful that at the end of the third year of their settlement they expected to ba 
able to live without the annual subvention from the Baron, The harvest of the 
fourth year, however, was a failure, and they had further to depend on the Beron. 
When the Baron and Baroness visited Jerusalem he frankly confessed his highest 
satisfaction with the people of Ekron. In fact they were always the most loyal, the 
most disciplined and the ablest agricultarists, Unfortunately the Sabbatical year 
arrived, and the people employed by the Baron tried every means to induce 
the colonists under his protection to perform all work in the field as usual in 
every ordinary year. They succeeded with a good many, but not with the people of 
Ekron. Consequently their annual assistance was stopped, their cattle removed, 
the machinery for drawing water from the very deep well taken away ; the sshool 
closed and at last they are threatened to be also dislodged, and all this because they 
are obedient to the word of God, The trial has not yet taken place, although they 
answered to the summons of the court already three times, Experts are of the 
opinion that Mr. Sheid will in this point not be successfal. Last week the poor 
people occupying the Montefiore property were notified by the court to leave the 
place and remove their huta within fifty days, Recently it was proposed to buy 
another piece of land for them, but this is not yet done The fact that the 
owner of the land can in no way be criticised for his action against them does not 
lessen the deplorable condition of these poor people ; they not only remain shelter- 
less but lose by the demolition of their poor huts all they possessed under heaven. 

.RUSSIA. 

Two out of the three gold medals awardedto the most distinguished pupils of 
the Gymnasium at Kiew have fallen to Jewish youths. 

The manufacturing town of Zob'in (Government of Mohilew) has been des- 
troyed by fire, Most of the sufferers are Jews, Several lives were lost, 

According to the daily papers a large number of Jews are employed on the 
construction of the Uman-Spalis railway. The contractors of the line are Christians, 
and they have publicly expressed their entire satisfaction with the Jewish labourers. 

The law forbidding Jews to live within 40 verste distance from the frontier is 
being enforced in Wolhynia. As many as 500 families have received orders to quit
